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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 10 and 30 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a) In claim 10 line 5, delete "or a catch depression". 

b) In claim 30 line 9, delete "or a catch depression". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 3, 5-9,1 1-29, 31-34, 36, 37 and 39-46 are allowed. 

Claims 10 and 30 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under Claim Objections, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for the indication of the allowability of claims 2, 3, 5-34, 36, 37 and 39-46 are: 

Regarding claims 44, 2, 3 and 5-29, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
in combination with the other claimed limitations a device for covering and sealing a 
hole provided for leading cables through a wall; wherein at least one of the bushes 
insertable in the respective frame opening is fixable in place in the insertion direction 
frame opening is fixable in place in the insertion direction near side wall delimiting the 
frame opening; each side wall comprises a catch depression for accommodating catch 
organs projecting laterally partially above the bush surface. 
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Regarding claims 30-34, 36, 37, 40-43 and 46, the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest in combination with the other claimed limitations a bush comprising two 
bush halves that face one another on the side of the passage opening and mutually 
complement one another, which have a catch organs on sides facing away from one 
another, in each instance. 

Regarding claims 45 and 39, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in 
combination with the other claimed limitations a bush having two catch organs that 
projects beyond the bush surface toward opposite sides, which can engage into catch 
depressions in the side walls of the frame openings. 

These limitations are found in claims 2, 3, 5-34 and 36-46, and are neither 
disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, alone or in combination.
